His Honour the Honourable the Lieutenant Governor entered 
the Assembly and took his seat on the Throne. 


His Honour then read the following speech from the Throne: 


SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


Mr. Speaker and Members of the Legislative Assembly: 


In opening this Seventh Session of the Eighth Legislative 
Assembly of the Province of Alberta, I desire to express gratitude 
and thankfulness to Almighty God that the war crisis which 
overshadowed the Empire during the past few months has been 
allayed, and I hope effectively removed. 


The proposed visit of Their Majesties, King George VI and 
Queen Elizabeth, to the Dominion of Canada during the Summer 
of 1939, has been received by our people with sincere feelings 
of joyful anticipation, of patriotic fervour, and of loyal apprecia- 
tion of the gracious honour which is to be conferred upon our 
Country. We trust that Their Majesties will graciously consent 
to visit our fair Province. 


It is with regret that we note the death of another Member of 
the Legislature. Since the last Session of the House, Mr. C. C. 
Ross, the Member from Athabasca, who had been ill for some 
time, passed away. I should like to express sympathy toward 
the relatives and friends of the deceased. 


As this is a Special Session, the main legislation which will 
be presented for your consideration will deal with the Oil and 
Gas Conservation in the Province. The Board appointed by the 
Government under the Conservation Act passed at the last Ses- 
sion of the Legislature has a recommendation to make which will 
require your definite attention. 


_ Besides this, a few important and necessary amendments to 
various Acts, for the improvement of their administration will be 
submitted to you. 
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_ I welcome you, therefore, to the business of this Special Ses- 
sion, and I trust that the results of your deliberations and activi- 
ties may be of much benefit to our people. 


___I leave you now to the business of the Session, praying that 
Divine Providence will guide and direct your work. 


Edmonton, November 15, 1938.

THURSDAY, NOVEMBER 17, 1938. 


The Speaker took the chair at 8 o’clock. 


Moved by Mr. Cockroft, seconded by Mr. MacLellan: 


WHEREAS the farmers of the Province of Alberta and of 
Western Canada during the past nine years have endeavoured to 
carry on their farming operations at a time when the price of 
farm products was below the cost of production; and 


WHEREAS the price of farm products was only improved 
during a brief period when a severe drouth condition visited a 
large area of Western Canada; and 


WHEREAS the Dominion Government has seen fit to 
ameliorate the conditions of the farmers of Western Canada by 
establishing a pegged price of 80c per bushel basis No. 1 Northern 
at Fort William for the present crop year; 


THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that this Legislature 
does hereby approve of the action taken by the Dominion Govern- 
ment to improve the conditions of the Western farmers; 


AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, that this Legislature 
express its willingness to co-operate with other Provinces in 
Western Canada with a view to assisting the Ottawa Govern- 
ment (when prices on world markets are below the cost of pro- 
duction) in devising means of maintaining a price on wheat and 
farm products commensurate with the cost of production, and 
that a permanent committee of the Legislature be appointed with 
a view to approaching the Dominion Government and the Gov- 
ernments of other Provinces interested in maintaining the price 
of wheat sufficient to assure the farmers a reasonable return. 


A debate followed. 


Mr. James moved as an amendment, seconded by Mr. 
Flamme: 

That the motion be amended— 

1. By striking out the second clause of the preamble. 


2. By striking out all the words after the word “that” 
where the same first occurs in the effective part of the resolution 
and by substituting therefor the following: 


“this Legislature very much regrets that the Dominion 
Government has not seen fit to comply with the request of this 
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Government, and the Governments of some other Provinces, to 
fix the price of wheat at 871!4c per bushel, basis No. 1 Northern 
at Fort William; 


“AND BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this Legislature 
expresses its willingness to continue to co-operate with other 
Provinces in Western Canada with a view to assisting the Ottawa 
Government (when prices on world markets are below the cost of 
production) in devising means of maintaining a price on wheat 
and farm products commensurate with the cost of production.” 


The debate continued.

WHEREAS the developed coal resources of the Province of 
Alberta, which are sufficient to supply the needs of the people 
of Canada, are at the present time and have been for many years 
past worked to a small fraction of their capacity by reason of the 
coal imported into Canada from the United States of America, 
which imports amounted in value in the year 1987 to approxi- 
mately thirty million dollars, with the result that the persons 
in the Province who are coal miners or who are otherwise en- 
gaged in the coal industry in the Province have been deprived 
of the opportunity for employment; and 


WHEREAS it is essential to the prosperity of all the people 
of Canada that every opportunity should be afforded for the 
employment of the people of Canada in the production of Can- 
adian products and the development of Canadian resources and 
so minimise both unemployment and the need for measures of 
unemployment insurance; and 
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WHEREAS the effect of the Trade Agreement recently con- 
cluded between the Governments of Canada and the United States 
of America by reducing the duty on imports of coal from the 
United States by eight cents per ton in the case of bituminous 
coal and twenty cents a ton in the case of anthracite coal will 
be to increase the imports of such coal into Canada to the detri- 
ment of the coal industry in the Province and of the workmen 
engaged therein; 


NOW THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, that the Govern- 
ment of this Province proceed to urge upon the Government of 
Canada the urgent necessity for the immediate adoption of meas- 
ures leading to the increased use of Alberta coal by the people 
of Canada and in particular for the increase in the railway sub- 
vention payable in respect of Alberta coal shipped to Ontario 
and to other points, and in order that the developed coal resources 
of the Province may be operated alike to the benefit of the people 
of Canada and of the persons who depend for a livelihood upon 
the employment in that industry.
